WASHINGTON (AP) _ Sen. 


Barry Goldwater,, R-Ariz.,, de- 
manded today a formal reserva- 
tion postponing the effectiveness 
op thte limited1 nuclear test ban 
treaty until the Soviets remove 
their military forces from Cuba. 


Goldwater regarded as a po- 


tential candidate for the Republi- 
can presidential nominalion,; said 
he would offer such a reservation 
after the Senate lakes up Ihe 
treaty next week. 


If the Senate adopts a formal 


reservation, it might require re- 
negotiation 
of the treaty. The 


Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee voted 16-1 last week to rec- 
ommend ratification without any 
reservation. 


In a speech prepared for the 


Senate, Goldwater declared that 
as it now stands, the treaty is 
"a potenlial peril to peace rather 
than a step toward it." 


Goldwater has been a frequent 


critic of the treaty but admini- 
stration forces say they are confi- 
dent the Senate will approve the 
pact overwhelmingly. 


Sen. John Sherman Cooper, R- 


Ky., said today he thinks no more 
than five Republican votes will be 
cast against ralifica'lion. 


Goldwater also called for an-

President 


Dwight D. Eisenhower, formally 
reserving the right of the United 
Stated to be sole judge as to when 
and where it will use its nuclear 
weapons to defend itself or its 
allies. 


The Foreign Relations Commit- 


tee, .while opposing any formal 
reservation,, wrote into its report 
an "understanding" to that effect.

Jobless to 
Continue to 
Get Training 


WASHINGTON (APT-^The Sen- 


ate has passed a bill under which 
the federal government for the 
third .year would pick up the 
whole tab for teaching skills to 
unemployed 
workers under the 


Manpower Training Act. 


It's the first peace of legisla- 


tion suggested by President Ken- 
nedy in his civil rights message 
to be acted on by Congress. But 
it involves jobs, and not striclly 
racial issues. 


The measure was approved by 


a voice vote Wednesday and sent 
to the .House where a labor sub- 
committee has completed hear- 
ings on it but has taken no ac- 
tion. Sponsors there said it would 
be handled in a separate bill,, as 
in the Senate, and not tied to the 
big civil rights package. 


The Senate bill waives the re- 


quirement for states to match fed- 
eral funds in financing the train- 
ing program in fiscal 1965 starting 
July; l 1964. II aulhorizes an ad- 
ditional .$161 million in federal 
funds to pick up the state's share 
of the $322. million outlay sched- 
uled for that year. 


Washington is paying the 
full 


cost of the program in Ihe first 
two years, fiscal 1963 and 1964. 


Governors 
of 4 States 
in Conference 


BARTLESVILLE, Okla. (AP) - 
The governors of Kansas, Oklaho- 
ma, Arkansas and Missouri met 
informally Wednesday on the eve 
of a conference to discuss plans 
to encourage tourism in the four 
states.

being explored. 


"The vacalion areas are really 


depressed areas in the states,' 
Dalton said, noting that many 
people have moved out of the 
areas andi "those remaining neeri 
to make a living. We hope to do 
it with tour ism,-and small busi- 
nesses. 


"There are 60 million people 


within driving distance of our 
area," Faubus noted. "We think 
we have enough in the region to 
atlract them."

PINE BLUFF Ark. (AP)-Pine 


Bulff desegregated its elementary 
schools without incident Wednes- 
day under a voluntary integration 
plan proposed by the school board! 
without threat of court action. 


Four Negro first and second 


graders attended brief opening 
day classes at three formerly all- 
white schools. Two other Negroes 
assigned to integrated schools fail- 
ed to appear,, but they were ex- 
pected to come later in the week. 


No crowd gathered. Some white 


students gazed at the Negroes as 
they crossed the ' school yards. 
Generally, however, the desegre- 
gation was carried out without un- 
due notice. 


"Just a normal opening day," 


commented Supt. J o h n Trice. 


'And we'll have a full day of 


classes tomorrow." 


Trice said1 he was no more con- 


cerned about -the two absent Ne- 
groes than he would be about ab- 
sent white children. 


"We won't try to find out why 


they didn't come any faster than 
we'll try to learn why some white 
children were absent," he said. 
"We always have,a lot of absen- 
teeism on opening day." 


Two Negroes attended the Lake- 


side School and one each went to 
the Oak Park and First Ward 
schools Wednesday. One of the 
missing pupils .was assigned to 
First Ward and the other to the 
Broadmoor School. 


Three other white1 elementary 


schools were not affected, under 
the plan which was announced by 
the board during the summer. It 
calls for; desegregation of two 
grades a year. \ 
: The plan replaced one announc- 
ed in 1956 arid1 cancelled aS a re- 
sult of the Little Rock school in- 
tegration crisis of 1957. ' 
, Several1 police officers were sta- 
tioned at each school,, but 'they 
stayed in the background, Both 
Trice and Police Chief. Norman 
Young had said no trouble was 
efcpecte'd.

being put into effect, Catholic 
Church officials announced'at Lit- 
tle Rock that a Negro student was 
enrolled Tuesday in the Annuncia 
tion Academy, a school for grades 
one through eight at Pine.

The announcement was made aft- 
er newsmen learned through other 
sources that the academy had ad- 
mitted' its first Negro.

ly married Walter Stovall, 25, of 
Douglas Ga., last spring.

"It's unlawful for a white person 
to marry anyone except a-white 
person, and any marriage in vio- 
lation of this law shall be void."

but said it was in the North. 


Cook said any marriage so-

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Integration 
in Reverse 
in Arkansas

NORTH LITTLE ROCK (AP) — 


Mrs. Yvonne Fitts, a 26-year-old 
white; mother wh'o Says shei is a 
firm believer in racial integration, 
entered her 6-year-old son in an 
all-Negro school Wednesday des- 
pite telephone threats and vandal- 
ism to her home. 


The boy, Steven, spent a rela- 


tively quiet day in the second 
grade of McAlmont Elementary 
School. Mrs. Fitts said he would 
remain there unless there was 
trouble or he wanted' to leave. 


She said telephone callers, most- 


ly women, berated her. She quot- 
ed one as saying "you're going to 
wind up just like Evers." Medgar 
Evcrs, a field secretary for the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, was 
shot to death in front of his home 
at Jackson^ Miss. 


Eggs were thrown at her house 


last night and the window above 
Steven's bed was broken. Mrs. 
Fitts said. No one was injured. 
Mrs. Fitts said she did not call 
police. 


"I wish they would leave me 


alone," she said. 'I'm doing what 
is right. If I could just get one 
call from someone who under- 
stands. . ." 


Mrs. Fitts was one of three 


white persons who went with 100 
Negroes from Arkansas to Wash- 
ington last week for the civil 
rights march. 


"I was singing for freedom as 


loud as anyone," she said. "And I 
got to thinking that if we're going 
to have integration, by golly,, let's 
have it." 


She said she is a native of North 


Little Rock but that she had lived 
in many states with her husband, 
now stationed in Alaska with the 
Air Force. The couple has four 
other children, all younger than 
Steven. 


Mrs. Fitts said the main reason 


she took Steven to McAlmont 
School was because it was closer 
to her home than the nearst 
white school. 


"I discussed it with Steven and 


he made me feel like a complete 
idiot," she said. She said the con- 
versation went this way: 


"It's too far to Sherwood (the 


white school), I can try to get 
you into McAlmont. The choice is 
yours." 


"Well, I'll go to McAlmont, it's 


closer." 


"You may not like it there. 


Little colored children go there." 


"What 
difference 
does 
that 


make?" 


Mrs. Fitts said she tried to en- 


roll Steven at McAlmont Tuesday 
but that school officials told Her 
she would have to get permission 
from the school board. 


She later enrolled him at Sher- 


wood. But Wednesday, McAlmont 
Principal L. 0. Blathers said, 
Mrs. Fitts drove up in front of 
the Negro schooJ, let Steven out 
arid drove awayi. Blathers said he 
took the boy to class. 


Blathers said Steven told him 


he would only be there one day. 
If he stays longer, Blathers said, 
Mrs. Fitts will have to sign en- 
rollment papers. She said she 
would, and that Steven would re- 
main at McAlmont. 


Mrs. Fitts said she had tele- 


phoned her husband and he told 
her to do what she thought was 
right, but not to let the boy get 
hurt. 


"This is the main thing we're 


fighting for," she said. "To have 
the child go to the school nearest 
his home." 


She said she thought Steven 


would get along well at McAl- 
mont. "The trouble won't come 
from Nesroes, but from white 
people," she said. "He's safer at 
school that, he is here at home," 


It was the first known integra- 


tion of a Negro school by a white 
child 
in 
Arkansas. 
McAlmont. 


School is about a mile from the 
Fitts home. Sherwood School is 
between two and three miles.
